Farmer Town 
Cleric Passes Away 
At Calgary 


It is with t we report the pas- 
sing of Reverend William Samuel 
Brooker of 524-12 Avenue N.. Cal- 
gary, a piorieer Presbyterian minister, 
active in mission and Boy Scout work 
in Alberta from 1912 to 1988, who died 
Tuesday January 18th in the Genera! 
Hospital Calgary.

Prevention Of Illness Is Chief Aim 


Dr. J. A. Gillett Outlines 


Health Unit 


Dr. J. A. Gillett Director of Rural 
Hedith Units attended the meeting of 
the Council of the Municipal District 
wot Wainwrigh on Thursday las and 
gave an outline of the proposed Health 
Unit for this area. 


He first stated that he would like 
to make it clear that the work of 
health units. was entirely a matter of 
preventive practises, and that such a 
unit did not provde medica! services 
or afford free medical treatment for 
the people within the unit. 


To illustrate the purpose and need 
of health units, Dr. Gillette went back 
plague of cholera which at that time 
to 1850, and made reference to the 
swept through much of Burope and 
resulted in many deaths wherever it 
stuck. Cholera was not a curable dis- 
ease at that time, and rated as one of 
the dreaded killers in climates not 80 
different frdm ours. Today cholera is 
no- more curable than it was at that 
time, and yet.it is no longer considered 
a great public danger. 

The reason for this change, he point - 
ed out, was not that the medical pro- 
fession had developed a vaccine or in- 
oculant, nor was it because they had 
found a specific which cured, the dis- 
ease. Rather it was because of develop- 
ments in general sanitation, and puo- 
lic understanding of the problems re- 
lating to healthful living. 

In this connection he referred to the 
situation in London at that time, when 
a certain Doctor Snow broke away 
from the traditional ideas which were 
held by his profession in those days 
and started to study the circlmstances | 
under which the disease seemed to 
flourish. In the first place he noted 
that the incidence of the disease was 
restricted to certain localities, and on 
further investigation, found that only 
certain parts of the localities were af- 
feeted. Further investigations disclos~' 
ed that there were two Companies sup- 
plying water in the affected area and 
that all those families using one water 
supply had suffered, while those us- 
ing the other had escaped. His con- 
elusion, which was undeniably cor- 
rect, was not well received at that time 


and his claim that the water supply | 


was the source of the disease brought 
nothing but derision..

Preventive medicine must be a co- 
operative matter, he pointed out. A 
physician in the ordinary sense of the 
word cannot practise preventive mea.- 
cine, For its practise we must first have 
a well-informed public, and assisting 
them we must have a qualified team of 
specialists, who devote their time and 
energies particularly to this branch 
of medicine. 

Moreover, preventive medicine is a 
costly business, and cannot be » operly 
practiced without an organization suf- 
fivienly large to enable the proper staff 
to be engaged at a sufficiently ow per 
capita cost. 

This is where the Health Unit comes 
in, and Ly grouping a aufficently large 
area together, is able, with government 


fied personnel necessary for the work 
Asking the question: What does the 


health unit do? he stated that its in- 


terestg covered many branches of life. 

As it was well known that clothing, 
and proper ventilation and heating of 
homes all had a very definite bearing 
on health, these problems would come 
within the scope of its attentions. He 
pointed out that rheumatism was often 
‘brought about by poor housing or 
clothing, and stated that a large per- 
centage of heart cases in later life ow- 
ed their origin to youthzul attacks ot 
rheumatism. 

He then called attention to the out- 
breaks of typhoid which had occurred 
in the province recently, and showed 
how these outbreaks unirr'ined the 
need for care in milk and water sup- 
ply sources. Both of these he said. 
would be particular“ items for the at- 
tention of Health Unit specialists.

It has also been in- 
timated that the Calgary Power Com- 
pany would give us a more attractive 
commercial power rate if we applied 
for it, With these factors assured we 
can offer as complete a set of utilities 
as can be obtained anywhere. 


Now to take advantage of our 
healthy position. In the past we have 
missed out on many good commercial’ 
Propositions because we were too 
cautious to take a chance. We anatched 
the apples that fell from the tree into 
our laps but hadn't the courage to go 
pat on a limb for the better ones. Our 
“competition” town to the North was. 
more assreasive and as a result has an 
airport, ete, that ” 
might have located here. Because if 
their smart advertising campaign 
backed’ whole-heartidly by a very ac- 
tive Board of Trade all parts of the 
country know about Vermilion and 
what it has to offer, but we are con- 
tent to be known as the place where 
the buffalo used to be. 


This can only be changed by con- 
verting the majority of the business 
men from the cautious way of thinking 
and acting brought about by the 1929 
Fire and the “hungry 80's",.to an ag- 
gressive spirit that a growing town 
needs, We already have a nucleus of 
men who will be found on the spot for 
any civic- project—building an arena, 
flooding a rink, planting trees, num- 
bering houses ete. But a minority 
cannot force a town forward against 
the weight of the majority who wait 
and let George do it and then help 
him reap the benefit of his labor. All 
residents who wish to see our town 
progress must lend their moral and 
financial support to one organization 
that will then have sufficient power to 


carry out any ventures that are prac. 
tical, 


At present we have a Board ot 
Trade that lacks only the support of 
more of you to perform this function; 
In the past two years we have been 
able to complete a number of smaller 
street lighting, 
house numbering, welcome signs, tree 
planting etc.—but we have been han- 
dicapped by lack of support. and even 
opposition by some non-members, We 
want to see our Board grow to such 
proportions that any small amount 
of individual opposition to the wishes 
of the majority in the Town may be 
quickly overcome. 

With our new utilities we cau make 
our town a presperous centre. The in- 
stallation of rural electrification in 
the North and East districts during this 
coming summer will improve our dist- 
riot. Now all we need is a strong 
group to push forwards and secure 
business and industry for it. Give the 
Board of Trade a chance this year.

A perennial weed classed among the 
5 bad weeds. Plants generally appear 
in clumps, 2 to 3 feet in height, Has a 
distinctive yellow green colour. Stems 
when broken exude a milky sap. Leav- 
es are without stems, narrow and 
smooth giving the weed a resemblance 
to flax in the early stage of growth. 
Flowers are inconspituous pale yellow 
in eelour appearing through June and 
August. The roots of Leafy Spurge 
are reddish brown almost black in 
colour—woody and strong. The tap 
root forks in the first two feet of 801 
and its several branches penentrate 
to a depth of 10 to 15 feet and up to 
30 feet. Root stocks extend horizontally 
from the tap root 4 to 12 inches below 
the surface. 


Because of it's extensive root sys- 
tem and it's ability to produce seed 
over a three month period Leafy 
Spurge is very difficult to eradicate: 
Extensive summerfallow operations 
for a five years in. succession have 
failed to wipe out this weed. 

At the present time Leafy Spurge 
can be found on five farms in the 
Wainwright M.D. covering a tota! 
acreage of 80 acres. More can be 
found in the Provost M.D. to the south 
where total acreage of Leafy Spurge 
is placed at About 260 acres. All this 
land is ‘under supervision and some 
measure of control, Anyone finding 
this weed should report it immedlat ; 
ely to the local weed inspector or to 
the Agricultural pffice at Wainwright. 


GRAIN. CLEANING 


The need of weed free grain, for seed 
is very necessary if we are to comba', 
the ever growing weed menace on the 
farms. Although cleaning equipment Ir 
hard to secure a good job of cleaning 
can be done with nearly any ‘rig 
screens are adjusted properly and the 
cleaner run at the right speed. For the 
ordinary fanning mill, 10 to 20 bushels 
per hour is all that should be put ov- 
er in order to do a good job. It is gen- 
erally necessary to combine two types 
of machines such as a fanning mil 
and a carter disc machine to clean all 
the weed seeds from amy sample. 


SOIL SURVEYS AID 
FARM PLANNING 


The ‘value of soil surveys to Cana- 
dian agriculture, both now and in the 
future, is discussed in an article’ in 
the May Agricultural Institute Review 
contributed by P. C. Stobbe, who 
specializes in soil and agriculural en- 
gineering in the Division of Fiela 
Central Experimenta: 
Farm, Ottawa. 


Sketching the ‘early 4 ot 


soll surveys in Canada from their in- 
itiation by the Ontario Agricultura! 
College, Guelph, some 34 years ago, 
Mr. Stobbe points out that soil surveys 
are now carried on in all provinces 
through co-operation of provincia) 
departments of agriculture, agricul- 
tural colleges and the Experimental 
Farm Service of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 

The approximate area surveyed. to 
date by all types of survey is about 
214 million acres, of which about 135 
million acres are occupied land and 
only 77 million acres are improved 
farm land. Most of the unoccupied 
land has been covered only by broad 
reconnaissance surveys to determine 
roughly its potentialities and to de- 
termine where most detailed work is 
Justified. There are still about 35 mil- 
lion acres of occupied land and some 
14 million acres of improved farm land 
whieh have not been covered by soil! 
surveys of any kind, although some 
preliminary inspection trips have been 
made. 


Mr. Sobbe points out that soll sur- 
veys are not an end in themselves; 
their greatest contribition probably 
is in providing a basis for further. in- 
vestigation. They have aided greatly 
already in the establishment of soll- 
climatic zones which are broadly as- 
sociated with different types of tarm- 
ing, crop zoning and fertility require- 
ments. The location of important agri- 
cultural developments, such as irriga~- 
tion and conservation projects, are 
based on soil surveys, and similarly, 
sub-marginal land which should be 
taken out of cultivation is deterniined 
throug, surveys, The establishment of 
areas suitable for production of spec- 
tal crops such as tobacco, apple or- 


chards, sugar-bests, fibre-flax, and 


market -garden crops, all owe much to 
the work of the soil surveyor.

HOUSE PLANTS NEED 
A REST IN WINTER 


According to horticultural] officials 
of the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, winter should be a season of 
rest for house plants. Ii should be a 
period of relaxation and an opportun- 
ity to store up energy for later activity 

The resting period is naturally in 
duced by the shortened days and low- 
ered temperatures. With many plants 
this slowing process may be imper- 
ceptible, with others it. is distinct ana 
unmistakable, Bulbous plants are an 
instance of complete rest Many house 
plants will cease to bloom and others 
will do so feebly. Most of those which 
will flower at this season have been 
conditioned or prepared for blooming 
during the preceding months of sum- 
mer or autumn. 

Recognition of the above facts in- 
dicates the winter treatment. All prac- 
tices which tend to stimulate growth 
should be held in check. Lesa water 
is needed, potting and root disturbance 
of any kind should be suspended. 
Fairly low temperatures are Saane 
but may be difficult to obtain. 

The temperature of the home must 
of necessity be maintained at a point 
favouring the comfort of the human 
rather than the plant inmates. It is a 
conservative satement that places a 
winter dwelling house temperature at 
70 degrees. This is much too hign for 
a great many plants. It is a good grow 
ing temperature for warmth-loving 
plants under conditions of spring day- 
light and ample humidity. But the 
combined effects of high temperature, 
comparative darkness and a dry atmo- 
sphere are not favourable to genera! 
plant health. 

Perhaps the reasonable attitude to 
take in this respect is to maintain a 
day temperature around 70 degrees 
with a drop to about 60 degrees after 
retiring. To promote humidity, the 
usual evaporating pans on radiators 
and metal trays of gravel. on window 
‘shelves to bald the plants wit be help- 
ful. ' 


FARMERS’ SUPPLIES 
CLOSELY GUARDED 

There has been much improvement 
in the quality of feeding stuffs, fer- 
tilizers and pesticides supplied to 
Canadian farmers in the last few 
years, the result of increased know- 
ledge of feeding plants and animals, 
and in controiling ee and other 
pests. 

The better’ 3 stuffs reflect 
the development of the science of an- 
imal nutrition. It is now possible for 
farmers to purchase well-balanced 
feeds for each kind of livestock and 
poultry as required fo: the different 
purposes. Such was not possible even 
fifteen years ago. The quality and 
quantity of Canadian livestock and 
poultry and their products have im- 
preved accordingly. 

The same applies to fertilizers which 
are now supplied for different crops 
and soils. These contain the plant

Visit to Czechoslovakia 
Shocks Viking Resident 


Viking I hope never to see Cana- 
dians subjected to the deplorable con- 
ditions that exist in Czechoslovakia 
under Communist domination,” said 
Mrs. J. Houska, of Viking, who return- 
ed to her home after a seven week 
visit in her former country. 

Mrs. Houska returned to Crecho- 
slovakia in November to visit relatives 
with whom she stayed while’ there. 
“Freedom of speech is almost un- 
known. People are frightened by what 
they think, and a general mood of un- 
Apple blankets the usually gay 

spirit ‘of the Czechs, ‘Eecape over the 
border is next to impossible, for cap- 


ture in such an act means anywhere 


up to 15 years labor in prison, depend- 
ing on age,” said Mrs. Houska. 

She said that the food situation was 
bad, Everything is bought by ration 
coupons, and there is not an adequate 
supply. An average breakfast consists 
ot a slice of dark bread and coffee, 
and milk in the coffee is not usual. 
Lunch consists of some starch food 
such as dumplings with no meat, and 
a slice of bread and coffee, while din- 
ner is soup and bread 

Telling of the distribution of goods, 
Mrs. Houska said that produce from 
chickens, cows or similar animals, 
owned by the ordinary farmer, was 


very meagre portion a!lowed for use. 
A permit has to be obtained to kill a 
‘chicken or pig and even then, over a 
half is collected by the state. 

“Canadians think their income tax 
is high! A man who earns 3,000 kor- 
una a month (60 korunas make a dol- 
lar) must surrender 800 korunas per 
month to the state. It is necessary for 
his wife to work, so that they might 
buy necessities.” 

A law passed after the New Year 
was explained by Mrs. Houska: “The 
need for coupons was lifted from ar- 
ticles such as a child's coat, material 


ties. When the coupons were lifted, 
the prices went beyond the reach of 
the ordinary man's pocket book.” 

Mrs.,Houska stated that the Czech- 
oslovakians cannot live their own liv- 
es. They have to register all their 
possessiong and money, and permits 
have to be obtained to dispose of any 
of them. Letters are all examined de- 
fore they are delivered, so that the 
officials know just what is going on” 

“We don't realize how well off we 
are on this side of the ocean,” she 
said. “Anyone who likes Communism 
should visit Czechoslovakia and see 
Communism enforced, then they would 
know how lucky they are to live in 
Canada.”

and 48 per cent of avaliable phosphor- 


de acid, Its main use has been in the 
Prairie Provinces for the production 


of grain, and in that part of Canada 
ite use has inc greatly in re 
cent years from %,000 tons in 1942 to 
40,000 tons in 1947. British Columbia 
too, depends largely on Trail ammon:< 
lum phosphate as a principa) source 
of phosphate for the agriculture , ot 
the province. 

‘Now that fertilizer attachments are 
becoming available to farmers in the 
Prairies, it is evident that almost the 
entire annual production of 75,000 tons 


may soon. be. required in the Prairie 


Provinces. This will be of particula 
interest to farmers in some parts of 
Ontario who have been suppiicd with 
ammonium phosphate from Trail, a: 
there may be greater difficulty in ob- 
taining it in the future. There is no 
other source of phosphate from ‘whicn 
the prairies can be supplied In east- 
ern Canada there is a large production 
of superhosphate, and any extra phos- 
phates needed can be obtained from 
Baltimore and other centres of pro- 
duction in the eastern United States 


SOW THE BEST ONLY’ 


Grain which is to be used for seed 
must be cleaned thoroughly. On the 
farm, the time-honoured fanning mil 
is relied upon to remove all light grain 
weed seeds, other kinds, as well as 
diseased bodies—such as smut and 
‘ergot. To do this the screens and siev- 
es must be of appropriate size, be pro- 
perly slanted and must not sag or 
bulge. The blast or fanning ‘part must 
be properly adjusted and be strong 
enough to remove all grains slightly 
lighter than average, thus doing away 
with all seed which did not develop 
normaily because of disease or other 
reasons. For best results, feed the fan- 
ning mill slowly and repeat operations 

as often as necessary. Sow the pans 
— ig a good rule with seed.

UNION PRESIDENT ; 
LEARNED FARMING ’ 
IN HARD SCHOOL 

Edmonton—A grub hoe and an axe 
can be great “educators.” 

That is what Carl J. Stimfle thinks. 
He ig the new president of one pf 
Canada’s largest farm organizations— 
the Farmers Union of Alberta. 

Mr. Stimptle's real education start- 

in 1914 when he was 15 years old. 

e quit school that year to take over 
a 160-acre homestead farm for his 
widowed mother. 

It was back-breaking toil clearing 
brush and stumps. 

“I started thinking right then that 
farmers didn’t get much in the way 
of compensation for all the work they 
had to do,“ Mr. Stimpfle says, 1 
think I ‘first started to speculate about 
an organized farm movement to bet- 
ter conditions for the farmer when 1 
was clearing that homestead. 

He read everything available on 
farm problems and economics, He join 
ed the United Farmers of Alberta in 
1919. He pioneered co-operative move- 
ments in the vince. 

President in 1945\ |. 

Mr. Stimpfle i that when the 
power of the Uni Farmers of Al- 
berta waned mid-thirties, he 
joined that Alberta Farmers’ Union. 
That was in 1938 and by 1945 Mr. Stim 
pfle was president of the organization. 

When the U.F.A. and the A. F. U. 
joined this year to form the Farmers’ 
Union of Alberta, Mr. Stimpfie was 
elected the first president. 

He sums up much of his: experience 
this way: 

“We must see that the fertility of 
the soil is retained by becoming scien- 
tific specialists. We are now paying 
for wheat mining with our dust bowls 
I think farmers as a class are unselt- 
ish. We proved that when we accept- 
ed lower prices for wheat than could 
have been obtained du'rng the war 
years.

3. Mining Engineering Students 
Develop Mines on the Campus. 


How can Mining Engineering stud- 
ents have mining properties ang mines 
with which to study their profession 
during their course at the univorsity? 
University of Alberts students manage 
to get them with the help of imagina- 
tion plus summer work in the mining 
camps. 

Mining engineers in actua, life do 
many things. They examine prospects 
and report, on their value. Thoy decide 
what sort of a mine is the burt for 
getting at an ore body Ther sink 
shafts into ore, drive tunnels through 
it and bring the ore to the surface. 
They build and operate mühe to 
handle the mined ore and to rid it of 
wortaless material. They sztimate the 
cost of all these operations >efore 
they are undertaken as well as profits 
and advise against the project unless 
there is reasonable chance tc make 
money. + 7 — 

Mining enginbeting students go to 
university to learn to do these things. 
The university cannot make o *perien- 
ced engineers out of them. But it can 
take all the mystery out of the things 
mining engineers are expected o do. 
After graduation they can go to work 


fearlessly and become as expe. lencea 
as their abilities and oppo-*unities 
allow. — 

At the University of Alberta’ the 
Mining Engineering students i> their 
final year aro divided into groups of 
about f've. Each group is given a min- 
ing property or prospect in an actual 
mining area It may be a coal, gold or 
base metal property depending on the 
interests of the students, Some of the 
group probably have put in a summers 
work in the mining area. All have 
‘worked in some mining camp and can 
visualize readily the property that 
has been assigned to them. They pros- 
pect the property and find mineraliza- 
tion in some location on it. They 
sampie the vein and analyses (f sam- 
ples show certain values. Diamond 
drilling fs done and an ore body 18 
found and outlined. A mine, ineluding 
both surface structures and under- 
ground workings, is designed. Costs 
for all stages of development are work 
ed out and the profit to be expected 
from the entire project is estimated. 
There is much make-believe involved 
in the study. But once anything is 
“found” such as the location and shape 
of the ore body, this thing is as though 
it were actually so for the rest of the 
study. Actually, the work differs in 
no essential way from what is done 
in practical mining engineering. It 
consists of searching through the lib- 
rary for eological and mining reports 
on the mining area, study of cafalo- 
gues for needed equipment and sup- 
plies, restudying of lecture notes and 


j textbooks on courses in mathematics, 


civil engineering, mining methods ana 
others to get on with the design of the 
mine and surface strvetures and the 
finding out of costs of all sorts of 


equipment and services by whatever 


means are necessary. 
The student group is given a supply 
of an actual ore and it is assumed that 


this ore cqmes from the mining prop- | 


erty of the group. The ore is submit- 
ted to tests in the laboratory. The re- 


sults of these tests are made the basis 


for designing a mill for treating the 
ore. 

The students take hold of “the pro- 
ject” with keen interest. This is the 
sort of work that all their formal 
studies have been leading up to. Their 
summer work in the mining camps 
further whets their appetites. When 
students are found during their noon 
hour arguing and almost quarrelling 
over whether they should sink an in- 
elined shaft from this point or a ver- 
tical shaft from that point into their 
ore body it is safe to conclude that 
they relish. Their inquiries to supply 
they have their teeth into something 
houses become so realistic sometimes 
that merchants keen for business get 
the idea that a real mine is in the 
making.
